Oatelands.oꝛ Noneſuch, vpon paine that euery perſon ſo offending, ſhall foz the ſame not onely make ſuch fozleiture, 
and haue any ſuch other penaltie,as by theſayd Statutes is pzeſcribed, but ſuffer ſuch further puniſhment, as by 
her Highnelle Pziuie Councell either in the Court of Starrechamber, oz otherwiſe, to fuch willfull diſobe-
